wage-hour law.” Alabama, Flo- 
rida, Georgia, Iowa, Ohio and 
Oregon enacted this type of 
law during the current year. In 
1944, legislatures will convene 
in Kentucky, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, New Jersey, New York, 
Rhode Island and Virginia. 
Workmen’s compensation made 
large gains during the year when 
39 states materially strengthened 
their laws, extending coverage to 
additional numbers of workers, in 
some cases increasing benefits, re- 
ducing the waiting period, approv- 
ing occupational disease enact- 
ments and creating second injury 
funds. 

Increasing pressure to “con- 
serve vital manpower” was be- 
hind the creation of second in- 
jury funds in six states to en- 
courage the employment of 
handicapped workers by em- 
ployers who otherwise might 
fear large compensation costs 
if handicapped employes were 
injured a second time, perhaps 
permanently and totally. Such 
funds should be encouraged, 
Miss Perkins said, as the war 
wounded return to civilian jobs.

The executive council ex- 
pressed an opinion that the tra- 
ditional non-partisan political 
policy of the American Federa- 


tion of Labor should be closely 
and carefully followed by the of- 
ficers and members of all unions 
affiliated with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 


A non-partisan committee will 
function for the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. It will acquaint 
all affiliated organizations of 
the records of candidates for 
election to congress. The of- 
ficers and members of state 
federations of labor and city 
central unions will be called 
upon to appoint non-partisan 
political committees for the pur- 
pose of carrying out the non- 
partisan political policy of the 
American Federation of Labor 
to support candidates who are 
sympathetic and friendly to 
legislative policies of the A. F. 
of L. and to oppose those who 
are against us; in other words 
to support our friends and op- 
pose our enemies. 


The executive council directed 
that all affiliated unions carry out) 
this non-partisan political policy 
free from association with or obli- 
gations to other organizations. The 
council further directed that under 


the directly affiliated 


American Federation of Labor

The executive council pointed out 
that they could not compromise in 
this matter; they could not allow 
the prestige and standing of the 
American Federation of Labor to 
be exploited or used by dual, rival 
or rebel movements, and that the 
only way to have unity in the house 
of labor is through a return to the 
house of labor by the dual, rebel, 
rival movement who left the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. When this 
step is taken they can then partici- 
pate in the formulation of A. F. of 
L. policies, but until they do, the 
council could not concede that any 
unit of a dual movement could par- 
ticipate in the formulation of 
American Federation of Labor eco- 
nomic or political policies. 


The executive council called 
upon all state federations of 
labor, city central bodies and 
other organized units, which 
have been or which are collab- 
orating with the dual, rebel 
movement to cease and desist 
immediately, in order to maintain 
the prestige, traditions and vital 
principles and policies of the 
A. F. of L. which call for the 
formation of the non-partisan 
political policies, free from col- 
laboration or consultation with 
rebel, dual, rival labor move- 
ments. 


The official communication was 
sent out by direction of the exec- 
utive council of the A. F. of L. 
with the urgent request that all 
American Federation of Labor 
units comply with the instructions 
fully and completely, both in spirit 
and in letter, and was signed by 
Wm. Green. 


FEDERATION URGES ALL 
LABOR UNIONS NOT TO 
SIGN ANY PETITION 


As reported in this issue of the Labor Journal, the’ cam- 
paign in behalf of the petition to amend the constitution of the 
state of California is secretly being pushed with tremendous 


fervor, and unless the labor unions in the state maintain the 
greatest vigilance, this campaign to destroy the labor movement 
and create chaos on the home® 


front will succeed. 


Petitions for signatures are 
already in circulation, accord- 
ing to reports received by the 
federation’s office. It is imper- 
ative that every union inform its 
membership by mail or otherwise 
not to sign any petition unless such 
petition is endorsed by the respon- 
sible labor organizations. Often 
many signatures are obtained 
through misrepresentation and ig- 
norance on the part of those soli- 
cited. There is no question but 
what similar efforts will be made} 
in this campaign. That is why it is! 
extremely important that every 
member of the labor movement and 
his friends be told the whole facts 
involved in this issue, so that there 


hoodwinked into signing one of 
these petitions. 


The people behind this sub- | 
versive move are not identified 
as yet, but we hope to be able 
in the near future to expose 
the backers of this contemptible 
attack on the unity of the home 
front. The title of the petition, 
itself, “the right of employ- 
ment,” is very misleading, and | 
the strategy of this concealed 
clique has been cleverly de- 
vised to create as much con-

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Green Hits Baruch Report 
For Denying Labor Voice 


Union-Industry-Farmer Group To Set 
Post-War Policy Urged by A. F. of L. 


AFL President William Green assailed the Baruch post-war report in an address at Detroit 
because of its failure to provide for labor, industry and farmer representation in the formula- 


tion of basic policies. 


Speaking at a luncheon of the Economic club of Detroit, Mr. Green called for the estab- 
lishment by congress of a reconstruction commission, on which all elements of the population 
would be represented, to lay down the guiding rules for the nation’s post-war program. He said: 

“This reconstruction commission would not, of course, attempt to administer the post-war 
program. That task can well be entrusted to the hands of a single, competent administrator, as 
the Baruch report suggests. But the commission would be charged with the responsibility of 
formulating the general policies to be followed by the administrator. In that way we could 
achieve advance agreement and secure prior commitment to fundamental policies. 

“I have heard only two objections to this plan. The first is an evasion. It suggests 
that industry and labor can safeguard their interests through advisory committees already 
established under the war production board and which operate in a consultative capacity. 
My impression, however, is that industry and labor have had enough of such consultation 
which usually comes after the fact and which constitutes merely an empty gesture toward 
real and democratic representation. 
“Secondly, some of our more subtle bureaucrats are heard to object to policy-making by ‘pres- 

sure groups.’ That phrase, ‘pressure groups,’ is part of the new terminology of some govern- 
ment officials whose ideas on America are bounded by the ten square miles of Washington. | 
resent the term. It is an insult to the workers, the businessmen and the farmers of America who, 
together make up the vast majority of the American people. Organized labor, industry and 
agriculture are asking for representation in the formation of post-war policies because they 
represent the American people. They demand a voice in decisions, not to promote their par- 
ticular selfish interests, but to safeguard the American way of life for which millions of 
American boys are now fighting.” 

To assure success of the nation’s post-war program, Mr. Green recommended prompt liqui- 

dation of government controls over labor and industry and the inauguration of a large scale 


production drive. 


One project which he specifically urged was the launching of a huge housing program to 
supply the needs of the American people and to provide employment. 

In addition, Mr. Green said America must “meet the transition period courageously by pro- 
viding a more adequate form of social security for the workers.” 

He asked that the national employment service be reorganized to serve displaced war 

workers and demobilized soldiers who will be in urgent need of jobs. He added: 

“I urge that preparations be made now to move boldly and swiftly when the call comes for 
overnight conversion from wartime to peacetime production. 

“American private industry faces the opportunity of a century in the post-war period—the 


opportunity to produce for peace on a scale even gre 
the opportunity to establish an economy of plenty in America, instead of scarcity;

These reports include thrilling 
pictures of your boys in the army, 
the navy, the marine corps and the 
merchant marine in combat action 
with the nazi and Jap fleets and 
armies. Motion pictures taken in 
Germany depicting their mass pro- 
duction methods will be presented, 
together with captured pictures of 
Jap warships, planes and soldiers in 
battle activities.

Reports will be heard from ex- 
perts who have ‘made intense, thor- 
ough studies of German strength, 
the location of her vital industries, 
and the strategic bombing of those 
industries which will effectively 
cripple Germany’s fighting power. 
Reports of strategists on the joint 
army and navy attacks in the Pa- 
cific will be presented in condensed 
summaries. All of these will clearly 
establish the fact that the victories 
which will compel the surrender 


of the nazis and the Japs will only 
be achieved by a terrific sacrifice 
of our brothers and sons in the 
armed forces. It will be shown in- 
disputably that these victories can 
only be achieved by delivering the 
increased supply of ships, barges, 
planes, guns, munitions, food and 
other material at the fronts when 
and as needed.

ment to the state constitution 
whose aim is to destroy every 
union contract in California. 
Their campaign is now under 
way to obtain signatures so that 
the measure can be voted upon in 
the coming election. 

The people sponsoring this move 
are not identified with industry or 
legitimate management as such, but 
seem to be acting on their behalf in 
initiating this campaign that would 
disrupt all schedules of production 
and divert the interest of the work- 
ers from their important jobs. 


Should the campaign be suc- 
cessful and the petition be en- 
dorsed by a sufficient number 
of signatures, then the whole 
“hot cargo” campaign of two 
years ago will be repeated with 
a fury that will make the last 
campaign insignificant in com- 
parison. It will also come at a 
time when the nation as a whole 
can afford it the least, and when 
our California war effort espec- 
ially will suffer disastrous con- 
sequences, 

This proposal would add a new 
section 1-A to the constitution of 
the state of California to read as 
follows: 

“Section 1-A. Every person has 
the right to work, and to seek, ob- 
tain and hold employment, without 
interference with or impairment or 
abridgment of said right because he 
does or does not belong to or pay 
money to a labor organization.

Anything done or threatened to 
be done which interferes with, im- 
pairs, or abridges, or which is in- 
tended to interfere with, impair or 
abridge said right, is unlawful. Re- 
lief against or on account of any- 
thing so done or threatened to be 
done shall be granted in a civil ac- 
tion, legal or equitable, initiated in} 
the superior court of any county in 
which anything so done or threat- 
ened to be done shall occur, upon 
the complaint of any person or upon 
complaint of the district attorney 
of such county. 


The term “labor organization” 
means any organization of any 
kind, or any agency or employe 
representation, committee or 
plan, which exists for the pur- 
pose, in whole or in part, of 
dealing with employers concern- 
ing grievances, labor disputes, 
rates of pay, hours of employ- 
ment or conditions of work. 

This section is self executing and 
shall supersede all provisions in 
conflict therewith; legislation may 
be enacted to facilitate its operation 
but no law shall limit or restrict 
the provisions hereof.” 

It is self-evident that this petition 
will seek to cash in on all anti- 
labor sentiment in existence and 
will try to widen what difference 
there may be between certain sec- 
tions of our community and the 
labor movement. 

Should such an amendment be en- 
acted, no union contract with an 
employer could be enforced. The 
perspective leaves even the imag- 
ination paralyzed in visualizing the 
chaos and anarchy that would re- 
sult in our whole industrial life. 


Only people bent on serving 
base and selfish interests could 
have conceived of so terrible a 
plan of sabotage. Laber has 
done everything possible to pre- 
vent the development of such a 
fatal contingency, but it is obvi- 
ous that the unions will not let 
this attack take them unpre- 
pared. 

C. J. Haggerty, secretary of the 
California State Federation of La- 
bor, has sent out a report on this 
disaster that threatens the home 
front and is wasting no time in 
mobilizing the labor movement 
against this new “stab in the back.” 

The title for this petition has, or 
will soon be issued, and the peti- 
tioners have 90 days in which to 
obtain the required number of sig- 
natures to place this measure on 
the ballot. Everyone should antici- 
pate the appearance of these peti- 
tions and get busy immediately to 
combat their nefarious solicitation 
by opposing the whole move. Labor 
must be on the job. Secretary C. J. 
Haggerty deplores the fact that 
such an issue is being injected at 
a time when the people in Cali- 
fornia can afford the least to be 
diverted from the main job of doing 
everything possible in promoting 
the prosecution of the war. This 
fight is being imposed upon us by 
people who cannot possibly appreci- 
ate, even if they do care about it, 
the consequences of such incredible 
faithlessness.

manner in which the BLS mea- 
sures living costs. It is based 
upon authoritative government 
data issued by the U. S. department 
of commerce, the department of 
agriculture, and the federal reserve 
board; upon information and find- 
| ings from the OPA and other war- 
| time agencies; and upon extensive 
field surveys of the AFL and CIO 
supplemented by facts from such 
business publications as the Wall 
Street Journal and Business Week. 
The report demonstrates with em- 
phatic finality that the BLS index 
is not an adequate instrument for 
making wage adjustments, and 
points to the single conclusion that 
“as a matter of essential justice 
and practical industry, wages should 
be adjusted upward” by the amount 
by which actual living costs exceed 
the 15 per cent of the “little steel” 
formula—namely, by 28.5 per cent. 
The Meany-Thomas report es- 
timates that living costs have 
increased a minimum of 43.5 per 
cent since January, 1941. This 
is in sharp contrast to the BLS 
estimate of 23.4 per cent. Shown 
below are the percentage in- 
creases in the major commodity 
groups in the report compared 
with the BLS index:

MANY LABOR DISPUTES 
ARE ADJUSTED BY NLRB 


Employers are increasingly ac- 
cepting the principles underlying| 
the national labor relations act and 
employers are using the national 
labor relations board’s machinery 
more, rather than resorting to di- 
rect action and strikes, Dr. Harry 
A. Millis, chairman, said in submit- 
ting the board’s eighth annual re- 
port to congress. 


Fewer charges of employer 
unfair labor practices were re- 
ceived than in any of the five 
preceding years. Requests for 
secret ballot elections exceeded 
the total for any year since the 
board’s inception. Dr. Millis de- 
clared that the unprecedented 


recourse to orderly elections 

was all the more noteworthy, 

since 75 per cent of all elections 
were one-union situations. 

The total of 9,543 cases filed was 
the third largest in the board’s his- 
tory. Of these, 6,140 were election 
cases, and 3,403 were unfair labor 
practices.

One of the provisions of their 
social security provides pay- 
ment to the head of the family 
in monthly allotments, for each 
child an amount running from 
25 frances for one child to 60 
francs for the third.

Production Areas Given 
New Recreation Centers | 


To help war workers stay on the 
job at top efficiency and to reduce 
turnover and absenteeism, more 
than 740 new community recreation 
centers have been opened in 225 
critical production areas, the office 
of war information announced. Its} 
report said: 

“Peak war production schedules 
have increased the need for recrea- 
tion programs in crowded war cen- 
ters. The division of recreation of 
the U. S. office of community war 
service, federal security agency, is 
helping to get programs under way 
in places where lack of adequate 
recreation has been one of the seri- 
ous hindrances to full production. 
Other government agencies con- 
cerned in varied aspects of com- 
munity recreation programs are the 
war manpower commission, the fed- 
eral public housing authority, the 
federal works agency and the gov- 
ernment division, war production 
drive headquarters and office of

NEW TAX PROVISIONS 


The tax bill which congress 
passed over President Roose- 
velt’s veto is now law and is of 
special interest to the unions, 
not only because of its inequit- 
able tax provisions, but because 
it provides that all unions must 
file reports on their income. 
Upon receipt of the complete 
text of the law, the research 
department will provide a com- 
plete analysis of its provisions 
as it affects union members as 
taxpayers, as well as members 
of labor organizations. In the 
meantime unions must be pre- 
pared to file statements for 
thei> 1944 income in 1945, al- 
though no tax has to be paid. 
It is suggested that the unions 
affiliated with the California 
State Federation of Labor sur- 
vey their accounting systems in 
order to see whether they will 
be able to furnish the necessary 
information with as little trouble 
as possible.

Dr. Wauters reported that more 
than 500,000 Belgian workers had 
been arrested and sent to Germany 
as slave labor, and that the allied 


government's figures indicate that 
more than seven million slave work- 
ers have been taken by Germany 


from occupied Europe. 

The Belgian minister cau- 
tioned that the labor movement 
throughout the world must be 
careful that they do not “miss 
the bus,” and that in his opinion, 
the industrialists and big busi- 
ness are going to be more active 
in the post-war period than 
ever before in their attempt to 
destroy labor organizations. 

He also pointed out that the labor 
in the United States 
could not do much more than they 
are doing at present toward win- 
ning the war, as they are turning 
out more munitions of war and 
furnishing more money than any 


other group of people in the allied! 


nations. 

Dr. Wauters called attention to 
the unfair attitude of most of the 
newspapers in the United States, 
in their reporting the affairs and 
actions of the organized labor 
movement, that the prominent pub- 
licity about strikes as displayed by 
some of the press was, in his opin- 
ion, a lot of nonsense. 

He concluded his remarks by 
assuring the representatives pres- 
ent that the so-called fortress of 
Europe was just another of Hitler’s 
big words and the fortress would 
crack with the help of the under- 
ground movement at the proper 
time.

Open Shop Measure 
To Be Submitted 


A proposed open shop amend- 
ment to the California constitution 
is being prepared by the “Califor- 
nia Associates” of San Francisco. 
It will be sponsored by Geraldine 
Parker of San Francisco and John 
B. Knight, Los Angeles assembly- 
man. 

The proposed referendum 
seeks to guarantee the right of 
employment to individuals with- 
out interference from labor or- 
ganizations. The proposed 
amendment will require ap- 
proximately 180,000 signatures 
in order to be placed on the No- 
vember ballot. The title of this 
proposed amendment is “the 
right of employment.”
